Mr Justice J. Reynolds at the Criminal 
Sessions this morning sentenced a prisoner from 
Stanley to seven years and: eight strokes for 
attacking a prison officer with an axe. 

But the Judge also declared that he would 
report allegations of ill-treatment made by the 
accused against the prison officer to the authorities 
for a thorough investigation. 


The allegations were made by 
Mr Patrick: Yu, defence counsel 
for Yeung Kal-san, charged with 
wounding Raymond Hamson, 4 
prison officer, with intent to 
murder, and alternatively with 
unlawfully and malictously 
wounding the officer with intent 
ty do gricvous bodily harm. 

Mr Yu pleaded guilty to the 
alternative charge on behalf of 
his client, but sald that his 
client had complained of beat- 
ings on two otcnsions by Mr 
Hamgon prior to the incident on 
May 3 when the accused attack~ 
ed Mr Hamson with an axe. 

Mr Yu sald shortly before 
Yeung committed the offence, 
te wus kicked on the shin by 
Hamson without the slightest 
provocation, 

Mr Yu also alleged that after 
the event on May 3, Yeung was 
taken to the prison office where 
he was repeatedly assaulted by 
more than one prison officer, 
including a Mr Wood, 

UNCONSCIOUS 


Mr Wood was alleged to have 
used his fists and truncheon on 
te prisoner, At one stisge, Mr 
Yu continued, the prisoner Jost 
consciousness and on recovery 
found cold water riba belng 

ured over his head, 

Pe cater the same day, sald Mr 
Yu, Yeung was further 
essaulted by a Mr Marshall, 
and ogain by enother prison 
officer whose name Yeung did 
not know. 

After this, a Police Inspector 
Chan Woai-man went to sec 
Yeung end took a statement 
from him. After Chan left, Mr 
Yu sald, threo Chinese prison 
officers again assaulted Yeung. 

Then on May 4, the next day 
after the Incident, a European 
prison officer, described by the 
prisoner as being a fat person, 
assaulted him. 

Counsel stated thot after- 
wards the Commissioner of 
Prisons passed by accused's cel) 
ond he there and then com~ 
plained to him of the M1 treat- 
ment, Thereafter no further 


a-caults occurred. 
ALLEGED THREAT 
Counsel said that one Friday, 
Mr Wood passed by the pri~ 
soner's cell after he had fl 
other prisoners, and said to 
prisoncr (Young) in Chinese: 
“In due course we will beat 
ou to death.” 
7 Counsel then sald this was 
not the first time he hnd re- 
ceived such complaints, , But it 


was the first me he was in a 
position to bring the matter 
before court, and the first time 
in which a prisoner was going 
into the box to make the com- 
laints.

Mr Hamson was cailed to give 
evide ice on oath.
